UWherein he dealt no wozſe with 
them, then a Reuerend father dealt with a poꝛe kinſ⸗ 
man of 11s , who being ſolitited to aduance hun: And 
he thereuppon inquiring, what courſe of life he fol- 
lowed, and rete iuing anſwere, that he was an Yuſ- 
bandman: Why then (quoth he) if his plough be bꝛo⸗ 
ken, I willreparreit,o2 rather then faile, beſtow a new 
one vpon him, whereby he may goe on in his coarſe of 
life: But ſo to aduance him, as to make him idle, 03 
to foꝛſake his trade, oz condition, in which he was 
bꝛought vp, that J meane not to doe.
